DECREE PUTS RULING 
•OF HIGH COURT ON 
TIDELAND IN EFFECT 


WASHINGTON, 
Oct. 
27.—<VP>- 
The supreme court decreed today 
that 'the federal government has 
"paramount 
rights" 
in 
oil-rich 


lands off the California coast. 
The decree puts into effect con- 


elusions the court reached in a de- 
cision announced last June 23. The 
action affects submerged mineral 
deposits worth uneatlmated 
mil- 
lions. 


California objected to the issu- 
ance of any kind of decree at this 
time. It argued that the 
next 


move was up to congress, rather 
than the court. 
California said 
congress alone has the power to

..Inn who may develop nat- 
ural resources in the 65,000 square 
miles around the entire coast of 
the United States. 
"Paramount Rights" Decree.

Johnston Stand Firm. 
"I don't propose," Johnston de- 
clared, "that government shall tell 
the motion picture Industry, direct- I 
ly or by coercion, what kind of ! 
pictures it ought to make. I am 
ns wholesouledly against that as 
I would be against dictating to 
the prpss or the radio, to the book 
publishers or the magazines." 
Johnston took thp witness chair
